That these startling figures, ob- 
tained.from heads of city departments, 
show that over two-fifths of the homes 
have no sewerage and one-third have no 
water. 

Out of 245 miles of streets, sewers 
have been laid on only 140 miles, leav- 
ing over 100 miles of streets, most of 
which are thickly built up, with. not a 
foot of sewerage. 

There are 60 mileg of residence streets 
fillei with homes which are not pro- 
vided with water. 

The city furnishes with water only 15,- 
500 homes out of 25,000. | 

Of the 60 miles of streets on which 
no water pipe is laid, there are over 30 
miles on which there is not qa vacant 
lot and there have been filed in the wa- 
terworks department petitions already 
covering 28 miles, and many of these 
have been on file several years.

Forrest avenue, which are built up with 
céstiy and elegant homes and witich 
are hemmed in by streets on which 
there is neither sewerage nor water, 
Citizens who have sewers and water and 
pay high taxes are therefore subjected 
to the nuisance and disease-breetiing 
conditions of adjoining neighborhoods 
which have no sewerage and water. 

A committee of citizens ig to appear 
before the board of health next Friday 
afternoen to make complaint of such @ 
state of affairs and to ask if there can 
be no relief before the hot days of sum- 
mer arrive. 

Under the system adopted by the city 
no sewers are laid on streets without 
water, for property holderg cannot be 
made to connect with seers unless 
there is water for flushing pufposes. In 
afew instances sewers have been laid 
where there was no water, but this was 
to make connections between Streets 
with water.

The Decline 


New York. March 30. —The course of 
prices’ of stock was downward today, 
but with a drag applied from time to 
time. Foreign, as well as home mar- 
kets, were rather depressed, the New 
York reaction exercising some general 
influence abroad, especially in the cop- 
pers. Renewed weakness in tne London 
market for the metal wag reflected in 
the copper mining and industrial stocks. 
The sentimenta] Influence of this weak- 
ness was enhanced by the suspicion at- 
taching to last week's rise in these 
stocks as being of mantpulative origin 
and designed to facilitate the exploita- 
tion of the curb market for a newly 
floating mining stock. The break down 
in the much advertised program for the 
movement of that stock today, aggra- 
vated the feeling of suspicion of the 
movement. 

There was no: notable change in the 
complexton of affairs, as shown in the 
day’s news, but speculative sentiment 
took on the inevitavie darker hue which 
comeg with prices declining. A _ pro- 
nounced effect was produced by the 
Slump in the Erie stocks’, which was 
traceable to the tineasiness caused by 
the sharp concession in the price at 
which the company’s notes, maturing in 
April, were offered in the outside mar- 
ket. Importance wag attached to the 
movement, owing to the knowledge that 
a meeting of directors of the company 
was in contemplation later in the day. 
The recent rise in the company’s secu- 
ritles has given confidence that this 
meeting would develop a plan for meet- 
ing the notes. This confidence was 
Shaken by the marked action of the 
stocks, and no authoritative information 
could be secured from the company’s 
bankers before the regular meeting. The 
character of the selling of United States 
Steel, also, kept alive fears that liqui- 
dation for inside account was in prog- 
ress in those shares. Speculative sen- 
timent was tinged by the general con- 
jecture that the recently fostered rise 
in prices of stocks might have been de- 
signed to furnish a favorable basis for 
some further necessary liquidation. 

Published reports of the views of rail- 
road officials on the traffic situation did 
not bear out the claimg in circulation 
on the stock market last week of a pro- 
nounced turn. for the better in 6.28 
freight movement in the country. At- 
tention was given to estimates, appar- 
ently originating from treasury de- 
partment offcials of the early neces- 
sity of another heavy draft on the gov- 
ernment deposits with the banks. The 
present tranquility of the money mar- 
ket and its apparent indifference to 
the withdrawals hitherto made, have de- 
prived the gubject of any disturbing in- 
Operations of the treasury de- 
looking merély-to making up 
would be regarded 
with indifference. The suggestion was 
put forth today that, in addition, a re- 
plenishment of treasury resourcés Was 
in contemplation by withdrawals from 
the banks, that would insure sufficient 
suppHes to come to relief of the money 
market in the fall. in the way that has 
now become customary. This sugges- 
tion was coupled with an intimation 
that attention of the administratioff had 
been offcially attractea by the growtli 
of margin speculation in New York, 
and that operations to shorten the sup- 
ply of government funds might be con- 
ducted with a view to cut off this form 
of activity. The effect was somewhat 
disquieting to the speculative element 

The day’s clearing house statement
